Anderson, in an automobile with an- 
other man, according to one version 
of the crime, drove up alongside of 
Hance’s car and began firing without 
a word. Mrs. Hance was killed in- 
stantly by a bullet that penetrated her 
brain. 

Hance, with four bullets in his body, 
got out of his car and staggered into 
a corn field. He died soon after he 
had been taken to a hospital. 

Another account of the tragedy was 
furnished by Mrs. CHarles Cromer, 
near whose husband's farm the crime 
occurred.

Rome Terror 
Kills Writer

PARIS, Aug. 14.—Camille Cianfarra, 
assistant correspondent of THE TRIB- 
UNE In Rome, died this morning from 
heart failure and complications result- 
ing from his arrest and mistreatment 
by the Fascisti. He had been arrested 
and jailed as the result of his publica- 
tion of the famous Rossi memorial in 
January. 

Mr. Cianfarra never recovered from 
the effects of his imprisonment, and 
the recent expulsion from Italy of his 
chief, George Seldes, THE TRIBUNE 
correspondent, undoubtedly had an ef- 
fect toward hastening his death. 

Long, Creditable Record. 

Mr. Cianfarra was born in Abruzzi, of 
a noble family. He went to America | 
about twenty years ago. He has repre- 
sented numerous American newspapers 
and covered J. P. Morgan's death. At 
one time as a member of the Italian 


embassy at Washington he investigated | 


numerous cases of Sicilian murderers 
who were given opportunities to go to 
America instead of having to serve in 
Italian jails. 

Last January Mr. Cianfarra obtained 
a confession from one of the murderers 
of Giacomo Matteotti, millionaire So- 
Cialist deputy, whose death caused a 
sensation throughout Italy and even 
rocked the foundation of the Fascist! 
party. This confession was signed by 
Sig. Rossi, the head of Premier Musso- 
lini’s press bureau of the foreign office, 
and it betrayed the fact that Sig. Mus- | 
solini had approved the murder. | 

Arrest of Cianfarra. 

Following the receipt of Mr. Cian- 
farra's eable in America giving tlie 
news of the confession he was arrested.

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Morphine Favorite 
of Addicts, -

There are in Chicago 18.000 dope 
addicts who make no particular secret 
of their plight. Several thousands 
more use narcotics in comparative 
moderation, but do not consort with 
peddlers and known junkers or nar- 
cotic users, 

Fifteen thousand of the 18,000 use 
morphine. Four thousand of the fif- 
teen thousand morphine addicts use 
cocaine whenever they can get it. 


|Three thousand are opium smokers in 


various stages of addiction. 

Few Chicago addicts are “on 
heroin, most terrible of the narcotics. 
Few are addicted to cocaine exciu- 
sively. 

Washington officials say use of dope 
is on the decline and that the addict 
population of the entire country is 
110,000. Chicago, with a population 
of possibly 25,000, known and secret 
addicts, would seem to be far out of 
line with the remainder of the coun- 
try if the Washington figures are cor- 
rect.

Even 
when visitors hear about the grains, 
they recall that there are almost 600 
grains in an ounce—and an ounce isn’t 
very much, according to the ordinary. 
conception of weight. _ 


Light on Huge Consumption. 


But here’s something about those 
morphine “ grains:”’ 

One-eighth of a grain is a dose for 
a nonuser suffering great pain. A 
sixth of a grain would cause a normal, 
well person to go to sleep for five 
hours. 

One grain—one-fifth of that used by 
an average confirmed addict—would be 
fatal to the majority of nonusers. 

Twenty-five grains a day is an aver- 
age figure. There are many cases on 
record of addicts who uged 50 grains 
a day—a few who used more than 100. 

Chief Ulmer once took an affidavit 
from a Chicago physician who asserted 
he had been taking 75 grains for sevy- 
eral years. Considering one grain 
as a fatal dose to a nonaddict, in one 
year this physician assimilated enough 
morphine to kill 27,375 persons. 


Physicians Disagree on Cures. 


Medical men are, according to vari- 
ous scientific treatises, in disagreement 
as to the effectiveness of cures for dope 
addiction. There are many cases of 
complete cures, scientific records show. 

Federal officials are not so hopefu! 
in many instances. Perhaps it is be- 
cause the narcotic users are far along 
before they attract official notice.

But this type is comparatively rare. 

Dr. Francis J. Gerty. superintendent 
of the psychopatic hospital, said that 
most addicts are originally types of low 
morality. Addiction begins in a moral- 
ly inferior person of the type that will 
try anything once, according to Dr. 
Gerty. 

Usually Get Habit in Youth. 

Of the hundreds of adicts he has 
interviewed, Dr. Gerty said he has 
found that most of them acquired the 
habit between the ages of 16 and 20, 
usually from some intimate who has 
the characteristic mania for recruiting. 
Those who drifted into addiction fol- 
lowing the use of narcotics medicinally 
are few, according to Dr. Gerty'’s ob- 
servations. 

H. J. Spillard, one of the country's 
best known narcotic inspectors, at- 
tributes the failure of addicts to remain 
cured to the persistence of dope ped- 
dlers. The peddlers keep close tab 
on their customers and upon numerous 
occasions have been eaught furnishing 
dope in institutions while the victims 
were supposed to be making a sincere 
effort to break the habit. 

The retail price of dope in Chicago 
has jumped since Monday from $365 an 
ounce to $400. Tuesday the price was 
up to $200 and the climb from that 
figure to yesterday's quotation of $400 
was steady, with almost hourly in- 
creases.

Now that the war is over there is no justification 
left for keeping the property. 

Happily there is some evidence that congress 
will respect our pledges to Germany and our na- 
tional traditions. Congress has already authorized 
the return to the Germans of trusts of less than 
$10,000. There remain $300,000,000 in large trusts, 
and there are some congressmen who seem to think 
that a different principle should govern the dis- 
position of the larger sums, as if the*possession of 
more than $10,000 constituted a special offense 
against the United States. There were just such 
men in the early days of the republic. Hamilton 
attacked them in his series of letters signed 
Camillus, in which he said all that will ever be 
said against the principle of confiscation of enemy 
property. He was fighting the seizure of the pri- 


vate property of Tories in direct violation of the | ' 


treaty of peace with England after the revolu- 
‘thonary war. He showed how indefensible it is to 
confiscate private property to satisfy a spirit of 
revenge or pay a public debt. 2 
Hamilton was thinking of the bad effect such a 
policy would have upon the future prosperity of 
America. He saw clearly that foreign money must 
be induced to flow to America if the country was 
to develop. He saw that the seizure of enemy 
property would make prospective investdts in 
American inéustry put their money in a safer 
place. That danger, to be sure, is no longer 
menacing, because we have all the money we need 
to finance the country and its indiistries. In fact, 
the situation has been reversed. We are exporters 
of capital. If we now confiscate the property of 
foreigners we are inviting other nations to play 
the same trick on our investors if they get the 
chance. ,

PANAMA IS A SUBSIDY TO 
SEABOARD BUSINESS. 


Fred W. Sargent, president of the Northwestern 
railroad, told the Interstate Merchant council 
that the method of operating the Panama canal 
was a serious and injurious discrimination against 
the midwest. It is now a subsidized and tax 
supported means of transportation placed at the 
disposal of the competitors of the midwest on 
both coasts. Mr. Sargent says it is operated every 


The government indicates that the canal is 
paying for itself in tolls, meaning that it’ takes 
in more than it costs to operate it, but the 
taxpayers are paying the investment and, with 
the midwest deprived of its internal waterways 
and outlets, no advantage from this taxation is 
obtained here except as the canal is a military 
necessity to the whole country.

Winnipeg, Man., Aug. 14.—(#)—In a 
daylight holdup of the cashier of the 
Winnipeg Street Railway company to- 
day five robbers obtained a pay roll 
pouch containing $87,478 and escaped 
in an automobile. The cashier was 
beaten into unconsciousness. 

Returning from the bank with the 
wages of the company’s staff of 1,500 
men, the cashier was surrounded by 
five men as he stepped from his auto- 
mobile.

Results of the first four weeks’ hear- 
ings—awards of $130,730 in forty-seven 
cases heard out of an estimated total 
of 1.700 or more—led yesterday to a 
repetition of previous statements by 
representatives of the drainage board 
that the recommendations of the com. 
mission are not binding upon either of 
the parties to the proceedings, the 
claimants or the district. 


Not Final, King Points Out. 


Some of the comment upon the 
awards to date has been that appar- 
ently the sanitary district had become 
generous with the taxpayers’ money. 
Some of the downstate claimants think 
the contrary is true, that the awards 
have been stingy. But President Law- 
rence F. King of the board reserved 
comment on these conflicting view- 
points and centered his remarks on 
the fact that the awards are not final. 

“None of them,” he said, “ will be 
paid until it has been acted upon by 
the board.
